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Introduction 

Number  concepts  of  snail  children  are  numerous  and 
varied.     The  teacher  must  plan  to  enrich  the  child's  number 
experiences.     She  must  provide  for  opportunities  in  the  clasaj 
room  to  make  the  child1 s  number  experiences  more  real  and 
meaningful.     She  can  capitalize  the  children's  exoerlences 
while  developing  functional  number. 

Basal  Readers  contain  many  opportunities  for  teaching 
and  enriching  these  concents. 

It  is  the  ouroose  of  this  study  to  analyze  the  first 
■ rade  books  of  five  basal  reading  series  for  number  materi- 
als that  ought  be  used  to  teach  number  concepts  in  the  first 
grade. 

It  is  the  writer's  purpose  to  show  that  the  basal  read- 
ing series  contain  number  concepts  and  situations  and  that 
these  situations  can  be  grouped  around  several  general  fields. 
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Chapter  I 
Summary  of  Previous  Research 

Basal  Readers  include  many  arithmetic  concepts.  Some 
of  these  are  fully  understood  by  the  child,  others  need  en- 
richment and  experience  to  make  them  fully  meaningful. 

In  two  experiments  Russell  found  in  dealing  with  child- 
ren 4-8  years  old  that  their  first  concept  is  of  manyness: 
that  cardinal  and  ordinal  numbers  develop  simultaneously; 
that  a  child  4J-  to  5  years  olc"  readily  understands  the  terms, 
denoting  more,  less,  many,  but  that  sames  and  equal  are  not 
comprehended;  that  seven  year  olds  use  these  terms  although 
they  are  not  fully  comprehended. 

Stone  says  that  young  teachers  often  fail  to  capitalize 
chlldrens1  experiences  for  functional  arithmetic.     The  situ- 
ations that  are  at  hand  should  be  used  such  as  checking  at- 
tendance, measuring  and  weighing  children,  selling  stamps, 
holding  a  party,  giving  to  the  Red  Cross  and  taking  an  ex- 
cursion.

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Hildreth  says  that  readiness  data  is  important. 

"a.  It  indicates  to  the  teacher  what  to 

expect  under  existing  curriculum  conditions 
b.  It  helps  in  understanding  the  learning  pro- 
gress rate  for  individual  children." 
Sueltz  tells  us  "Arithmetic  Readiness  involves  the  co- 
operation of  all  those  factors  which  combine  to  enable  a 
child  to  explore  and  study  mathematics  profitably." 
Some  of  these  factors  involve: 

"a.  Sufficient  physical  and  mental  maturity  to 
interpret  an  experience  or  to  sense  a  situ- 
ation. 

b.  An  ability  to  discriminate  size,  quantity 
or  magnitude. " 
Ray  gave  an  Arithmetic  Readiness  test  and  reached  the 
following  conclusions:

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"a.  Very  little  arithmetic  should  be  taught  in 
the  primary  grades.

According  to  Woody, *  Readiness  presupposes. 

"a.  much  incidental  and  concrete  experiences 
with  concepts,  operations  and  processes 
involved 

b.  mastery  of  the  language  elements  in  situ- 
ation involved. 

c.  the  ability  to  read  such  material  as  that 
containing  the  element  taught. 

d.  A  mental  maturity  commensurate  with  the 
mastery  of  that  element. 

e.  facility  in  handling  all  of  the  subsidiary 
parts  constituting  the  new  element."

Sueltz-1-  says: 

"a.  Mathematics  could  be  well  substituted 

for  arithmetic  which  has  a  narrow  connota- 
tion attached  to  it. 

b.  Arithmetic  Readiness  is  conceived  as  a 
growing  or  maturing  readiness  to  meet  dif- 
ferent types  and  phases  of  mathematics 
experiences . 

c.  Young  Children  often  exhibit  remarkable 
evidence  of  readiness  for  mathematical 
thinking  which  involves  basic  concepts, 
and  principles,  but  not  written  compula- 
tions. 

d.  Curriculum  Construction  should  capitalize 
the  informal  mathematical  experiences  of 
children  through  oral  and  mental  work. 

e.  V,re  know  little  about  genuine  readiness 

for  arithmetical  processes.     The  psycholog- 
ical element  seems  unpredictable.  Research 
and  Scientific  investigations  have  tended 
to  isolate  factors  that  ought  to  cooperate.'

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"The  develooment  of  the  ability  to  understand  and  ap-

ply  mathematical  concepts  and  processes  in  the  solution  of 
problems  of  social  living  is  one  of  the  important  aims  of 
education.    Mathematics  today  is  conceived  to  be  functional 
and  purposeful  in  the  daily  life  of  the  learner  not  Just  a 
series  of  skills  to  be  learned  for  future  use  or  as  mental 
discipline.    Mathematics  is  no  longer  justified  in  the  cur- 
riculum on  the  basis  of  its  mental  training  value,  but  be- 
cause of  its  importance  in  the  daily  life  of  the  individu- 
al1." 

The  activities  and  social  experiences  of  small  chll- 
dren  are  well  suited  to  the  arithmetic  of  the  Kindergarten 
and  Grade  I.     The  children  are  developing  fundamental  con- 


cepts of  numbers  and  number  situations  through  experience 


in  handling  objects.     Social  situations  involving  arlthme-

tic  are  used  by  the  teacher  to  bring  greater  meaning  and 
understanding  to  the  number  concepts.     With  very  small 
children,  number  experiences  are  almost  entirely  concrete. 
These  experiences  begin  as  early  as  age  2  or  3«

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"With  young  children  this  is  an  oral  and  visual  arith- 
metic which  is  followed  later  with  reading  and  writing 
stages.    Arithmetic  definitely  belongs  in  the  Kindergarten 
and  preschool  experiences  of  the  child."'"" 

Woody2  found  in  an  investigation  to  ascertain  facts 
concerning  the  amount  of  arithmetic  knowledge  and  skill 
possessed  by  children  in  the  orimary  grades  at  the  time  at 
which  formal  instruction  began,  that  "children  possess  much 
ability  in  the  elementary  processes  of  arithmetic  even  be- 
fore the  time  of  beginning  formal  instruction."    He  found 
also  that  their  knowledge  of  arithmetic  concepts  is  not 
limited  to  countin-  and  adding  simple  combinations,  but  also 
includes  elementary  knowledge  of  fractions.     United  States 
Money  units  of  measurement,  and  an  understanding  of  simple 
verbal  problems. 

"in  the  primary  school  the  child  is  new  solving  prob- 
lems in  life  situations  and  thereby  developing  mathematical 
ways  of  thinking.     Pie  is  experiencing  addition,  subtraction, 
multiplication  and  division  in  his  construction,  dramatic 
play,  excursions,  games  and  other  activities  of  the  modern 
school.     Through  actual  experience  he  is  gaining  increased

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understandings  of  sixness,  zeroness,  fractions,  money, 
measuration  and  other  mathematical  concepts.^" 

Stotlar2  concludes  "that  children  of  50-90  months  have 
a  definite  consciousness  and  understanding  of  numbers  before 
they  enter  echool.     Kindergarten  children  have  real  and  nu- 
merous out-of-school  uses  for  numbers.     Number  experiences 
should  be  provided  for  them."    He  found  that  10%  could 
count  to  10  or  higher  by  rote.    10%  could  count  to  10  or 
above  by  concept. 

McLaughlin^  analyzed  in  preschool  children  the  develop- 
ment  of  three  phases  of  quantitative  experience  namely, 
counting,  recognition  of  numbers,  aggregates  and  combination 
of  aggregates.     She  found  that  rote  counting  developed  just 
slightly  in  advance  of  rational  counting  and  involved  a 
more  complex  mental  process.     In  addition  she  states, 
"Growth  in  number  ability  at  these  immature  ages  is  very 

gradual  and  dependent  upon  many  factors."

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"Some  mathematical  concepts  are  well  developed  when  a 
child  enters  school.    Most  children  know  the  meaning  of  one 
and  two  by  having  experienced  oneness  and  twcness  many  times 
in  the  home.     The  more  difficult  generalizations  develop 
slowly  through  actual  experiencing  in  mathematical  situa- 
tions over  a  long  period  of  time.1" 

Smith^  showed  the  most  important  processes  needed  in 
grade  one.     She  interviewed  first  grade  children  to  find 
out  which  activities  they  had  which  included  arithmetic. 
She  found  that  counting  played  a  large  part  in  the  use  of 
number  and  that  spatial  measurement  played  a  small  part. 

Reid^  found  that  the  idea  of  fractions  has  no  great 
use  for  children  at  the  first  grade  level.    Addition  situ- 
ations occurred  many  more  times  than  subtraction.     This  may 
tend  to  prove  that  addition  is  a  natural  oart  of  the  child's 
growth.     "Children  at  the  first  grade  level  appear  to  have 
no  use  for  any  type  of  counting  other  than  rational.  The

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numerous  situations  as  rational  counting  is  a  natural  out- 
growth of  a  child's  environment." 

The  children  were  able  to  handle  numbers  much  larger 
than  the  traditional  numbers  in  beginning  addition  and  sub- 
traction.    This  seems  to  indicate  that  meaning  is  more  sig- 
nificant than  the  magnitude  of  the  number. 

"willey,1  when  trying  to  ascertain  what  the  social  ex- 
periences and  interests  were  which  leads  the  naturally  to 
arithmetic  knowledge  and  skills  found  the  following: 

"a.  Counting  was  used  most  by  Kindergarten, 
first  grade  and  second  grade. 

b.  Reading  and  writing  of  numbers  when  con- 
sidered a  problem  in  itself  is  used  most 
by  kindergarten,  grade  I  and  grade  II. 

c.  It  is  possible  for  the  pupils,  even  those 
in  kindergarten,  first  and  second  grade  to 
have  some  understanding  of  fractions,  de- 
nominate numbers  and  measure."

g.  50%  reproduced  each  of  these  three  times 
(the  hardest  number)" 

When  naming  numbers: 

"a.  h2%>  succeeded  every  time  on  10 

b.  72%  succeeded  every  time  on  8 

c.  7^%  succeeded  every  time  on  7 

d.  75%  succeeded  every  time  on  6 

e.  8l%>  succeeded  every  time  on  5" 
7,'illey1  states  his  finding  from  data  that  "although 

certain  arithmetic  processes  are  used  most,  almost  all 
processes  are  used  in  all  grades."    He  also  states  that 
^5%  of  the  computations  in  Grade  I  and  II  are  addition. 
Mott^  noted  in  his  experiments  that: 

"a.  About  92%  of  the  4  and  5  year  old  children 
have  developed  concepts  for  numbers  1-10 
that  most  clear  and  definite  are  1,  2,  3> 
4,  5,  and  10.     The  number  of  the  various 
parts  of  the  body  play  a  deciding  role  in 
the  building  of  these  concepts.

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Around  72%>  of  the  4-5  year  olds  recognize 
the  first  5  ordinals  and  64%  can  recognize 
the  first  10  ordinals  and  20%  can  reproduce 
them. 

While  working  and  playing  with  concrete  ob- 
jects 4  and  5  year  olds  are  adding  and  sub- 
tracting with  surprising  accuracy. 
Children  of  this  age  can  readily  master 
number  names  and  reproduce  them  in  sequence 
The  more  they  work  with  the  numbers  the 
easier  it  is  to  reproduce  them. 
Children  4  and  5  years  of  age  are  using 
arithmetical  concents  both  at  home  and  at 
school.     Those  who  have  experience  at  both 
places  have  an  advantage." 


From  these  studies  it  is  evident  that  the  background  of 
experience  concepts  and  vocabulary  development  in  young 
children,  vary  greatly. 

An  attempt  will  be  made  to  analyze  five  basal  reading 
systems  to  discover  concepts  which  could  be  utilized  in 
developing  the  number  experiences  of  children. 

It  is  the  writer's  hope  that  this  analysis  of  five 
basal  reading  series  for  the  first  grade  will  make  it  easier 
for  the  teacher  to  find  more  readily,  arithmetic  concepts  in 
a  given  area  to  be  er.ricned  through  experiences  provided  in 
the  first  grade.     It  will  also  determine  iiie  extent  to  which 
the  textbooks  contribute  to  the  arithmetic  vocabulary  of  the 
children  in  grade  I. 
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Chapter  II 
Plan  of  the  Study 

The  number  concepts  of  small  children  can  be  inte- 
grated with  their  real  life  experiences.    The  purpose  of  the 
study  is  to  find  what  experiences  occur  in  various  reading 
systems.     The  first  grade  books  of  five  basal  reading  sys- 
tems were  analyzed. 

The  readers  selected  are  comparatively  recent  and  re- 
flect the  thought  that  all  work  should  be  closely  integrated 
in  the  first  grade.     The  systems  analyzed  include:

One  system  was  analyzed  for  all  number  concepts  and 
the  various  concepts  were  then  grouped  Into  various  areas. 
The  areas  include:

amount 

location 

comparisons 

measures

numbers  expressed  in  words 
ordinals 

Every  selection  was  read  carefully  with  the  paragraph 
taken  as  a  unit  and  all  the  arithmetical  terms  tabulated. 
Each  mention,  the  name  of  the  book  and  the  page  on  which 
the  term  appeared  were  recorded.     To  be  Included,  a  word 
must  have  distinct  arithmetical  meaning  in  that  particular 
situation.     A.n  example  would  be: 

"Close  your  eyes,"  said  Jane. 

"You  may  touch  the  Surprise." 

Winky  closed  one  eye. 

"NO,  no!"  said  Jane.

"Close  both  eyes." 
Winky  closed  both  eyes,  ^ 
The  concept  of  "one"  and  the  meaning  of  "both"  are 
noted  here  to  have  arithmetical  meaning  and  the  meaning 
of  each  can  be  taught  through  vicarious  experience.  Words 
were  tabulated  only  under  the  singular  form.     The  numbers 
appearing  in  the  table  of  contents  and  page  numbers  were 
not  included. 

The  data  was  organized  and  the  results  are  presented 
in  the  next  chanter.

Chapter  IV 
Summary  and  Conclusion 
The  writer  analyzed  five  basal  readers  for  nurftber  con- 
cepts and  found  that  there  wea?e  many  and  varied  number  con- 
cepts in  the  basal  readers  which  may  be  utilized  by  teach- 
ers in  the  first  grade  in  developing  the  number  experiences 
of  first  grade  children. 

All  arithmetical  terms  were  tabulated  and  recorded 
under  various  areas  and  the  following  conclusions  reached: 

1*  Basal  reading  series  contain  much  material  which 
can  be  utilized  in  teaching  number  concepts  in  the  first 
grade.    These  books  contain  concepts  of  size,  location, 
numbers,  measares,  time,  amount,  money,  ordinals  and  com- 
parisons in  varied  situations. 

2,  The  child's  number  experiences  can  arise  from  his 
everyday  reading  experiences.    The  number  vocabulary  of  the 
basal  readers  is  within  his  comprehension  and  should  be  put 
to  use  by  the  teacher. 

3.  The  greatest  number  of  concepts  are  those  of  time 
which  occur  in  the  books  beginning  at  the  pre -primer  level. 

4.  There  are  concepts  of  size,  mostly  the  words 
"little"  and  "big." 

5.  The  location  concepts  of  "up"  and  "down"  occur  fre- 
quently. 

6.  Very  few  ordinals  are  used  in  first  grade  readers. 


"First",  "second"  and  "last"  are  the  only  ones  mentioned. 

7.  The  more  frequently  mentioned  number  words  are  "one" 
through  "six."  The  numbers  beyond  this  are  rarely  mentioned 
with  the  exception  of  "ten." 

8.  Items  of  time  include  seasons,  length  of  time;  such 
as  day,  week,  and  year;  such  as  "now"  and  "soon."    The  two 
latter  concepts  appear  most  frequently. 

9.  The  most  frequent  concepts  of  amount  are  "all"  and 
"none •" 
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
